NOTHING FROM INTERIOR. 
No dispatches have arrived from the 
interior, however, to show that the 
workmen in other cities have re- 
sponded to the demand for coéperation 
and dissension has broken out among 
the leaders, some of whom believe the 
strike to be hasty and jll-advised and 
who say that if it does not succeed the 
result will be the loss of prestige. At 


that the strike was intended only as a 
demonstration, but the Radicals 
whose aim is to keep up the revolu- 
tionary agitation at all hazards, re- 
fuse to listen to such counsel. They 
insisted that it was virtually neces-

The foreign resi- 
dents are becoming more and more 
alarmed and many of them are hastily 
preparing to go abroad for the winter.

The workmen of the Putiloff and 
other factories declined to join in the 
strike. The various professionali organ- 
izations which participated in the other 
general strike are also lukewarm, re- 
garding the decision of the workmen's 
committee as hasty and ill-advised. 
Nevertheless, in the present excited 
state of public opinion, they may be 
swept off their feet, especially should 
some untoward incident occur. 

The government is impotent now to 
deal with many of the questions con- 
fronting it, and. may be terrorized into 
making further concessions.

Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
ciation in Session,

Dispatch.] The big national con- 
vention of the Citizens’ Industrial 
Association opened at 11 o'clock this 
morning at the Planters’ Hotel amid 
great enthusiasm. The convention was 
called to order by J. W. Vancleve 
president of the St. Louis Industrial 
Alliance, which numbers 7000 mem- 
bers. The introductory address, and 
in fact the principal address of the 
morning session was delivered by 
President C. W. Post of the national 
body, who paid a glowing tribute to 
the Los Angeles Times for its mag- 
nificent fight for justice. President 
Post's address was in part as follows: 
“During the past year a radical 
change has taken place in the great 
public mind regarding labor and capi- 
tal trusts. 

* “It has required time for the people 
to gather and a®range the facis and 
acquire a cileaf, intelligent ‘under- 
standing of these two great opposing 
trusts. It was comparatively easy for 
the common man to understand that 
the purpose of the beef trust was to 


complex, and it took the common man 
longer to sift out the facts and weigh 
them for their exact value net. 

The old-time trade union was com- 
posed of able, skilled and peaceful 
citizens, seeking mutual benefit with 
no thought of tyranny and crime. But 
as time went on, unprincipled men 
frequently obtained control and used 
their power for the oppression of the 
people, years of experience taught 
them to stimulate public sympathy 
for the workman by charging the em- 
ployer with tyranny, and these wily 
Managers worked off volumes of 
maudlin sentiment upon the people, 
exciting the animosity of one class 


jagainst the other until one brother, 


who was still working with his hands, 
was led to hate another brother who 
had, by thrift and economy, saved 
enough to be able to pay workmen to 
help him’ Then came the modern 
labor union, often born in senseless 
hate, kept active by the managers for 
their own aggrandizement, notoriety 
and money gain. 

“Then, when the unwilling workmen 
were lashed and driven into the union, 
and it became strong enough in any 
given factory, a series of overt acts 
was instituted. The loud cry and ex- 
cuse was ‘help the laboring man get 
his just deserts,’ and the promise of 
increased pay by forcing employers, 
helped hold the labor leaders’ slaves 
submissive. Thousands of the best 
class of workmen rebelled against the 
tyranny of such leaders, and strove 
to free themselves from the odium of 
being classed with the violent and 
law-breaking elements, but the chains 
of slavery were drawn hard and fast. 
Fined if they did not attend the union 
meetings, or if they disobeyed any of 
the numerous rules, and discharged 
when the fines were not paid, then 
would follow all forms of ostracism, 
and they were driven away from one 
position after another, often assaulted 
and sometimes murdered. 

“The next logical step in the 
progress of humanity, and one which 
is as truly marked by the great power 
that guides human affairs as any act 
in nature, Was counter-organization by 
the common people for protection, and 
to meet «rganized capital and organ- 
ized labor with superior organization 
and the power to control them. Statis- 
ties show that 2,000,000 pr le belong 
to the labor trust. For purposes of il- 
lustration, we may consider that 2,- 
000,0.v i_aabitants out of 80,00u,006 
are trust members, or one in forty, 
or twenty in every eight hunared. 
The proportion varies, being less in 
the agricultural and greater in the 
manufacturing district, but the general 
average is about as indicated. 

“The first step in the new movement. 
for protection was the formation of 
employers’ associations. These pro- 
duced most salutary effects on the 
lawlessness of the labor trust, but it 
quickly became manifest that the gov- 
erning power r-ust be in the hands of 
the people, and not in the hands of a 
class. Thereupon citizens’ associations 
sprang up in various parts of the 
country.

There are literally hundreds of thous- 
ands of fine mechanics, half-hearted 
or most unwilling slaves of the labor 
trust who give the warmest kind of 
welcome to this movement for citizens’ 
associations, for it furnishes them an 
opportunity to demonstrate their loy- 
alty to the community, and the law, 
and to secure absolute protection 
from the tyrannies of the labor trust.

Mere Personal Quarrel, Not Boy- 

scott or Race Feeling, at Bottom of 

Hideous Atrocity at Lienchow, 

China—Sir Chen Calle Upon Root 
With Long Cable Message. |

cott, no race feeling, but a mere per- 
sonal quarrel, was the cause of the 
death of the five American Presbyte- 
rian missionaries recently at Lienchow,

— Liang Cheng, the Chinese Minis- 
er 


The Minister had with him when he 
came to the State Department a copy 
of a long cable message from the Vice- 
roys of Kwang-Tung and Kwang-Kong 
on this subject. The viceroys report- 
ea that Miss Patterson and Dr. Machle, 
two of the missionaries who escaped 
massacte: by reason of their tempo- 
rary absence from Lienchow, had just 
reached Canton under a strong Chinese 
guard. 

According to Dr. Machle, and his in- 
_ vestigations were shared in by the 
American Consul’s agent, the aagti- 
American boycott had nothing what- 
ever to do with the tragedy. The trou- 
ble arose from the holding of a Chi- 
nese festival and fair. As an incl- 
dent to this fair, the Chinese erected 
a pavilion or booth, which, the mis- 
sionaries claimed, overlapped the mis- 
sion hospital compound several feet. 
The missionaries requested the re- 
moval of that part of the Chinese 
building, but before this request could 


be complied with, one of the mission- | 


aries went into the pavilion grounds 
and seiged several small cannon with 
which salutes were being fired as a 
part of the festival. There cannon were 
held as sacred tnetruments by the Chi- 
nese. They were finely chased with 
symbolic designs and gorgeously orna- 
mented for this particular occasion. 
The Chinese belleved that each dis- 
charge blew away or dissipated ceriain 
malignant spirits hovering about the 
place. Consequentiy, according to the 
report, the seizure of the cannon cre- 
ated at first consternation and then hot 
anger, and the ill feeling culminated in

CHICAGO, Nov.  15.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Predictions of a serious 
shortage in shoes and an increase in 
prices that may go to almost any ex- 
tent were made by the Chicago shoe 
merchants today.

A delegation of boot and shoe and 
leather manufacturers headed by Gov. 
W. L. Douglas of Massachusetts, called 
on the President by appointment and 
discussed with him pretty fully the 
proposed repeal of the duty on hides. 
The delegation numbered twenty-eight 
men, the majority being from New 
York and the West and the minority 
from the New Engiand States. 

In the course of dhe interview the 
President epoke so frankly and sincere- 
ly to his callers that they burst into 
cheers that made the executive office 
ring. 

After the delegation had preser¢ed its 
viewe and its desires to the President, 
he told the members that, as a matter 
of concrete fact, the whole subject was

he etrongly impressed upon them that 


any action in the matter must origi- 


nate in Congress. 

In the course of his remarks, «he 
President related an experience he had 
last year with a committee from 
Massachusetts, of whom Mr. Whiiney, 
recently a candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor of Massachusetis, was one, 
He said Mr. Wheney had misquoied 
him im the campaign which was closed 
a few days ago, and declared that he 
was. constrained to believe that Mr. 
Whitney had _ deliberately misrepre- 
sented what h occurred. With this 
experience in mind the President de- 
clined to enter upon a discussion of the 
subject of free hides at this time. 

The addrese of che President was, in 
part, as follows: 

“It la obviously unnecessary to point 
out that no change in the tariff can be 
made, keeping in view only the inter- 
ests or desires of one State or one 
locality; the law musa therefore rough- 
ly correspond to the sentiments of the 
citizens of the several States as ex- 
pressed through their representatives 
therein. Where ingerests  senti- 
mente based on these interests are di- 
verse, as ie almost invariably the case 
in reference to the detaiis of all tariff 
matters, the law must normally, al- 
though not. invariably, represent a 
compromise and mutual concessions; 
and no one outside Congress can defi- 
nitely foretel! the exact shape such 


-compromise will ultimately take, 


ahould VWke to discuss the whole 
situation with you freely and infor- 
mally. But, unfortunately, my ex - 
ence with a committee from your State, 
Gov. Douglas, which called on me in 
connection with the tariff matters 


about a year ago, forbids my doing so. 


Such a free, full and necessarily infor-

WOMENINPANIC | 
AT FIRE IN HOTEL. 


FTRE at the Hotel Tourraine, No. 

447 South Hope street, at 6 o'clock 

last evening, was attended ly 
many exciting experiences, in which 
half a dozen women were assisted 
from se@cond-story windows by fire- 
men, and two men overcome by smoke 
and excitement. 

The Tourraine is a large tourist 
apartment house, two stories, but with 
a large basement annex, aiso utilized 
for living apartments, making it prac- 
tically a three-story 

A few minutes before 6 o'clock little 
May Mather, an il-year-eid ‘girl who 
lives In room No. 2 in the basement, 
Was a@itracted toward a storerocom ad- 
joining in which ehe heard the crackli« 
of flames, and found the room ablaze: 

The fire broke out at a time when 
nearly every occupant of the house 
was at home, and the greatest excite- 
ment- spread. In a comparatively short 
the corridors and rooms were 
filled with dense clouds of black *moke, 
and despite the brilliant olectric lights 
on each floor it was tmpossible to dis- 
tinguith the stairways or other exita. 
Women ran screaming in the semi- 
darkness, calling for assistance, and 
the prompt arrival of firemen probably 
prevented several fatalities.

Until the girl died, the family even de- 
nied knowledge of the attempt at sui- 
cide, 

Bowed with grief and with his voice 
choked with emotion, the father, An- 
drew Beli of Old Town, told the piti- 
ful story of his child’s betrayal by 
a young man he had taken in as his 
own, when he was but a small 
and raised to manhood as his own 


son. 

The jurors were deeply moved and 
the strain on all present was intense. 
Dr. H. C. Oatman testified that he had 
been consulted as to the girl's condi- 
tion a number of times and that he 
told the mother three months ago of 
her daughter's delicate condition. An- 


tions with anyone and the mother ap- 
peared to believe ber rather than the 
doctor. 

On last Thursday night Dr. Oatman 
was calied telephone, and was told 
the girl was suffering from cramps.

It was the 
public's recognition of a quarter of a

haps more particularly so, a tribute of 
loving friends and admirers to the 
genius of Mrs. Otis as a poet and a 
writer of rare and exquisite prose, 
Withal, it stands as an expression of 
a people’é gratitude so beautiful in its 
conception and so unique in its char- 
acter as.to be quite without parallel 
in the history of events. The only 
other public testimonial to a literary 
woman that at all approaches it in 
significance is the placing of a tablet 
in the walls of a house in Florence by 
the grateful Florentines in honor of 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. But even 


of this memorial to Mrs. Otic in every 
essential clement of effectiveness and 
beauty as to aknost entirely shut out 
the possibility of comparison. 

The Eliza A. Otis Memorial Asso- 
clation, formed for the especial pur- 
pose of perpetuating in some befitting 
manner the memory of a gifted and 
neble woman, could not have been so 
happily inspired in any other concep- 
tion than it is in this idea of the bells. 
The work, now done, will remain for- 
ever to the credit of those who under- 
took it gladly and prosecuted it to a 
splendid conclusion.

“Following an ancient custom, I 
shall dedicate each of these bells by 
name, using the twelve Christian vir- 
tues exemplified in the life of her in 
whose honor we are assembled.” 

Mr. Day then named and sounded by 
pressing an electric button on the ta- 
ble before him, the bells one by one, 
beginning with the smallest one, pro- 
ducing the highest note in the musical 
scale, and concluding with the larg- 
est, sounding a déep-toned bass. . 
also stated the weight of each bell as 
he sounded it. The names and dedi- 
catory remarks were spoken in the 
following order:

No sooner was the dedication of the 

bells concluded than they began to ring 
out their message of good-will to all. 
They were rung by Charles T. Eden- 
Eadon, superintendent of the Buckeye 
Beli Foundry of Cincinnati, of which 
establishment the bells are the product. 
The first mellow notes that welled 
from out their molten throats were the 
beautiful strains of “Lead, Kindly 
Light,” followed by “Holy, Holy, 
Holy,” and “Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” 
The chimes were rung again, at the 
conclusion of the exercises at the grave 
of Mra. Otis and as the people were 
leaving the grounds. Among the se- 
lections given were “Rock of Ages,” 
“Abide With Me,” “Nearer, My God 
to Thee” and “America.” 
FLOWERS FROM THE NORTH. 
“I came from the North to bring 
flowers to the South,” said Rabbi Jacob 
Voorsanger of San Francisco, after be- 
ing introduced by Rev. Mr. Day as a 
representative of an ancient faith 
which Mrs. Otis had the breadth of 
spirit to comprehend. “I come to bring 
flowers of speech and sentiment—bur- 
dens sweet because they appeal to 
memory. The North joins with the 
South in tributes of rye! 4 to this 
great woman, but let it be the privil- 
ege of the North to join with the South 
in learning what one life may do to 
influence others,” continued the elo- 
quent priest of Israel. 
He then spoke about coming to a 
graveyard to learn how to live. “My 
thoughts,” he said, “are running be- 
yond the thousand years of empire— 
of what may become of this people 
when the rule of the Anglo-Baxon races 
may be over. These things, too, we 
may learn in the graveyard.

AT THE GRAVE. 


Dr. Mcintyre’s Eloquence. 

Over the green-swarded grave of the 
dead poet had been erected by loving 
hands a peristyle of chr yseanth ms, 
fashioned after the entrance to the 

Bivouac,” the home over which Mrs. 
Otis presided the last few years of 
her life, and where her sweet life 
passed out. A monument resembling a 
plain headstone, in white carnations, 
with the simple inscription, “Eliza A. 
Otis,” indicated the occupant of the 
flower-bedecked tomb. Roundabout 
this mound the people gathered to hear 
the concluding portion of the memoria! 
exercises in which Rev. Dr. Mcintyre, 
pastor of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of Los Angeles, was the 
central figure. 

Standing in the buggy of Rev. Father 
Murphy, rector of the Roman Catictlic 
Church of Hollywood, drawn up at the 
foot of the grave, Dr. McIntyre dei/v- 
ered an oration which for lott 
quence, brilliant analysis and poett:

Passed by any orator in the land. lts 
diction sparkled with gems: its ds‘iv- 
ery was matchless; its effect was thrill- 


e began his remarks by saying that 
in his ministerial work of thirty years, 
in which he had come into burial 
places to officiate at innumerable fu- 
nerals, he could mot remember that he 
had in all that time come back at the 
end of a year to stand again by the 
side a, a grave to hoid a further cere- 
mony. 

“This is a unique affair,” he said. ‘I 
cannot remember any parallel to it. 
The woman we ur? met to honor did 
not belong to any nobility. Ste was 
a simple, sane, wholesoine, industrious 
American woman, and yet when four 
seasons are gone by, we, her neigh- 


bors and friends, are here again. You 
never witnessed anything like this. 
This is the most eloquent I 


have known in this city. 

“We honor Mrs. Otis in standing here, 
and also we honor ourselves. e are 
told it is a mercenary age—that men 
are rushing greedily after wealth a 
women are rushing after social honors 
Here is the answer to that. I look to- 
day in a thousand faces of men of af- 
fairs and women of social prominence 
who have come here to honor a woman 
who cared nothing for wealth or so- 
cial distinction; a woman who let oth- 
ers struggle for the empty bauble and 
gathered round herself the enduring 
things which pass not away. 

“I do not know who planned yonder 
tower or who conceived these bells, but 
I will say there never was a more fit- 
ting or more perfect memorial since 
time began, These bells shal! bring to 
us again in memory, the gracious face 
and the musical voice of Mrs. Otis. 

“What is a bell? All its poetry, all 
its eloquence, all its power depends on 
the balance of the atoms contained in 
If there is one crack the breadth 
of a hair on your baby’s forehead, ev- 
ery atom in that bell is ruined. Few 
men can stand the test of the perfect 
bell. But the bell in which every atom 
is poised and set in harmony 
with every other atom contained in it, 
sets forth the character of Mrs. Otis 
perfectly. Never one t from any 

i was truer than the racter of 
this godly woman. We honor ourselves, 
our city and Southern California when 
we gather around this grave to honor 
this daughter of America.” 

‘Dr. McIntyre then went on to relate 
how he first became sé@quainted with 
Mrs. Otis and her writings. He said 
some years ago while living in Chi- 
cago, he made up his mind that South- 
ern California would ultimately be his 
home. He wanted to know something 
about the country and the best place 
to get information about a locality is 
the newspaper. So he began buying 
the Los Angeles Sunday Times at the 
news stands of Chicago. One day in 
the magazine section of The Times he 
came across a poem on California, by 
Eliza A. Otis. He read it to his wile 
and children. He had never heard of 
Mrs. Otis, but he had been a student 
of poetry and he recognized this poem 
as a gem. He cut it out and placed 
it in his scrapbook. He added to it 
other poems from the same gifted pen 
until he had a fine collection. : 

He then told about coming to Los 
Angeles and getting up a series of au- 
thor’s readings. Mrs. Otis graciously 
gave her help, and at the first meet- 
ing read one of the most remarkable 
productions he ever heard. 

“But Mrs. Otis never wrote a poem 
as perfect as herself,"”’ continued the 
speaker. “She did for California what 
no one is able to do now. 

“Mrs. Otis had gotten hold of the 
soul of California. Only four California 
writers have done it, two in prose and 
two in poetry. The two in prose were 
Bret Harte and Helen Hunt; in poetry 
Joaquin Miller ani Mrs. Otis. 

“Hundreds of men are trying to write 
dialect poetry. Ninety-nine fail be- 
cause they think the dialect is in the 
language, when it is in the thought. 
James Whitcomb Riley thought In dia- 
lect; that is why he is the only great 
dialect poet. Mrs. Otis got hold of the 
soul of California. She saw in the 
trees, the flowers, the foothills covered 
with cloth of gold, an entirely new 
theme. 

“Every now and then God raises up a 

seer. Only one now is living who can 
get hold of the soul of California; that 
one is Joaquin Miller. 
“There once were only three perfect 
flower poems, Burns's “Daisies,”” Words- 
worth’s “Daffodils,"”" Bryant's ‘Fringed 
Gentian.” Now there are four, for I 
challenge the critical scholarship of 
America to deny that Mrs. Otis’s “Hi- 
biscus Flower” is worthy to live in the 
company of the classic three. It is as 
perfect as the flower; the flower itself 
is not more beautiful nor more death- 
less than this poem. 

“She was the one seer of Southern 
California who could hear the footsteps 
of the dead of the past, and greet every 
bird and flower as it came to the front 
in the procession of the seasons. 

“The early rains have wakened a mil- 
lion seeds in the soil, and in the capil- 
laries of the poppies the hidden 
strength is rushing up through the sod. 
She was always first to greet them, 
but now they will look for her in vain.

The attendance at the ceremonies 
Was remarkable for its size and its 
quality, and far exceeded expectations.

Coun‘ 
Witte took up the scepter of power 
which the Czar had virtually laid at 
his feet, there was hope throughout 
the world that the end of internal dis- 
sensions was in sight. The hope has 
failed of fruition. The liberal conces- 
sions made by the Czar have been 
spurned, alike by the proletariat and 
the Liberals, 

Upon the latter “Premier President” 
Witte chiefly depended for the sup- 
port and the success of his programme 
of reform. Without this support he 
is virtually at sea in a cockle-shell 
boat. His plans are in grave peril of 
failure altogether. The reactionaries 
will not help him, and cannot if they 
would, for he has stepped between 
them and the Bmperor and robbed 
them of their power. The radicals 
will have none of Witte or his régime. 
They demand what is virtually im- 
possible of realization at the present 
time—the reconstruction of Russia 
into a republic, with universal suf- 
frage, full parliamentary representa- 
tion, and all things else that go with 
a republican form of government. 

Having set his hand to the plow, 
M. Witte cannot turn back without 
confessing defeat. To go forward is 
apparently to invite failure. But 
Witte is not a quitter. He may be 
depended upon to stay in the game as 
long as his strength holds out. 
Whether for good or for ill, he will 
stay with the ship of state until it 
reaches harbor or goes down in the 
engulfing seas of anarchy and bilood- 
shed. 

At the present’ moment all Russia 
is in a hideous ferment. Revolution 
is in the air, and the prospect is for 
bloody civil war. Finland has already 
been granted a constitution and vir- 
tual autonomy, but fs not yet entirely 
satisfied, and threatens to join hands 
with others in the revolt against the 
central government. Poland is al- 
ready in revolt, and is preparing for 
armed resistance to the government 
of the empire. The ancient kingdom 
of Georgia, encouraged by the action 
of Finland and Poland, has demanded 
autonomy.

seems the more probable—the excesses 
of the revolutionists may create a 
great revulsion of feeling which will 
invite the “mailed fist” and the return 
of arbitrary power. Perhaps the 
flames of revolution may burn on for 
years, until some strong arm shall 
arise with power and skill to subdue 
them, and to establish upon the ruins 
a stable government. Such a govern- 
ment would necessarily be on the lines 
proposed by M. Witte. Absolutism is 
forever dead, and democracy cannot 
precede, but may follow, the extension 
of education. The immediate outlook 
for Russia is as dark as can well be 
imagined. 


ALUE OF OWENS RIVER WATER, 

Investigation shows that the city 
of Los Angeles, in acquiring thc 
Owens River water rights, has secured 
property of much greater value than 
at first reported. Owens River is now 
flowing from 15,000 to 18,000 inchea, 
and this is the season of low water. 
It is also the time of low flow through 
the numerous “taps’’ and outlets in 
the Los Angeles water system. : 
The floodtide of the river will come 
during the dry summer mogths, when 
the snow on the high Sierras melts 
most rapidly. Then the flow will be 
40,000 to 50,000 inches. That is the 
time when water is most needed in 
Los Angeles, and when it is used most 
freely. Thus our water supply wil! 
adapt itself to our needs. At all 
times the city of Los Angeles, and the 
Greater Los Angeles that is to be, 
will have an abundance—and even 
a superabundance—of limpid water, 
coming down close to the sea 
level from the snow-crowned minarets 
of the Sierras. 

Was ever city more fortunate in its 
acquisition of a water supply? 

But this is not all. These thousands 
of inches of water, coming from a 
height of thousands of feet, will de- 
velop an almost inconceivable amount 
of kinetic energy. Not all at one 
point. No known materials could 
withstand the enormous pressure and 
strain of developing this power at the 
base of the column. The power will 
be taken from the descending water at 
different points along the route, and 
the net equivalent of energy wil! be 
transmitted to Southern California in 
the form of electric watts and voltage. 

Without going into detalis at this 
time, it is estimated that the Owens 
River flood, in descending from its 
great altitude to a point within twenty 
miles of Los Angeles, can be made to 
develop 90,000 horse power, which 
would have a total annual! value, after 
all losses and deductions, of not less 
than $2,250,000. 

These figures are stupendous. Of 


mates should be reduced by one-half 
the facts would still be stupendous, 
and the great value of the investment 
to Los Angeles would be demon- 
strated; for the operation of the sys- 
tem would in a few years repay the 
entire cost of construction, with right

Has anybody thought what the real- 
ization of these estimates would mean 
to Los Angeles and to Southern Calli- 
fornia? Probably few persons have 
looked so far into the future. 

It would mean, first of all, perhaps, 
the ‘most magnificent system of water 
gathering and distribution in the 
world. It would mean, virtually, free
